With respect to independent claims 1 , 7 and 16, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a method of generating an optical spike at an arbitrarily selected location within 
an optical link, the optical spike being defined by a localized increase in peak optical 
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intensity to the RMS optical intensity, the method comprising steps of: deriving a spil^e 
signal having a plurality of components, each component having a respective frequency 
and phase, an initial phase relationship between the components being selected such 
that dispersion of the optical link will cause the components to be phase aligned at the 
selected location to thereby generate the optical spike; and launching the spike signal 
into a transmitter end of the optical link.
